An oilman in Wyoming has confounded the experts. It seems 
that time was running out on his land lease, and no drilling rig was 
available to sink a prospective oil well, so he reached for his pick, 
shovel and a few sticks of dynamite and struck oil at a depth of 21 
feet. His well is producing one to two parcels of oil a day. The 
experts had good reason to be astonished because the average U. S. 
well drilled in recent years is more than 4,000 feet deep, and only 
one hole in nine, in unproven areas, finds even a trace of oil or gas. 
More than two million holes have been drilled in this country in 
search of petroleum, but no other hand-dug oil well is known to exist. 

Drilling for oil is one of the most costly and speculative of hu¬ 
man endeavors. The fanciful tales that have been written and dra¬ 
matized in movies of quick riches from black gushers have created a 
wholly false impression of the oil business. The oil producer faces 
risks greater than virtually any other undertaking. That is why 
there are special provisions in the tax laws to allow him what is 
called percentage depletion—a tax deduction that permits him to 
conserve some of his capital for another day’s exploration and drill¬ 
ing. 

The man who dug an oilwell with a shovel in Wyoming will 
very well likely become a legend, because this is not the way oil is 
found in a nation that consumes over 30 million barrels of oil a day.

TROPHY CARE 
The fish that makes It to an 
honored spot in a sportsman's 
den is the object of both affec¬ 
tion and pride, but also reflects a 
degree of loving care as well. 

The trip between net and the 
taxidermist’s mounting board is a 
hazardous 


one for trophy fish, 
warn the fishing experts at Mer¬ 
cury outboards. As a result, they 
add. a great many prizes end up 
in the garbage can because- of 
improper handling. To reduce 
such possibilities, they ofTer this 
advice: 

A fish that qualifies for the den 
usually earns this honor by the 
time he's brought close to the 
boat. At that point — before being 
boated — special care must 
commence. 

Landing a trophy calls for pam¬ 
pering. Prevent overzealous use 
of the gaff which can cause irre¬ 
parable gashes. Bass netted im¬ 
properly can sustain serious fin 
damage when bashed against the 
hull. 

Once in the boat, the fish must 
be coddled further. To prevent 
loss of scales it must not be al¬ 
lowed to thrash around or be 
dragged. Never permit it to be 
exposed to direct sunlight, even 
for a short photo session. Wrap 
it in moist cloth or newspaper 
immediately and keep it wet to 
prevent skin hardening and loss 
of color. 

The next step is- to freeze the 
fish for shipment to the taxider¬ 
mist. Dry ice is the best medium, 
though crushed ice replaced at 
intervals will be satisfactory. 

The other method of handling 
trophies is to skin them and ship 
the skin and fins preserved in 
salt. This prqcedure is best left 
up to a professional who can 
prove he has experience in tha 
working ways of taxidermy. 
Otherwise, obtain the instruction 
sheets of a taxidermist to leam 
the intricacies of skinning and 
practice on a few fish beforehand. 

The key to transforming a 
luctant lunker into a handsome 
“bragguT piece” is to make this 
decision before the fishing trip, 
say the Mercury folks. Leam how 
first, then observe the rules.

Massachusetts’ com¬ 
pulsory auto insurance will be¬ 
come a major election issue if the 
Automobile Legal Association had 
its way. 

The ALA today called upon all 
candidates for high state office 
and the legislature to give their 
views on the controversial auto 
liability' insurance system. 

“Massachusetts motorists have 
been plagued for 40 years by an 
insurance system which punishes 
safe drivers,” A. W. Query, Jr., 
ALA’s legislative counsel, said. 

“During the past legislative 
session a number of bills were 
filed to correct the system, in¬ 
cluding bills by the Governor and 
the ALA to abolish compulsory 
insurance,” Query said. 

“The legislature, in its great 
wisdom, decided to keep the old 
system, which benefits the motor¬ 
ing public less than it does the 
auto insurance companies/’ he 
said. 

The ALA official said that Mas¬ 
sachusetts’ voters should be “ex¬ 
tremely interested in knowing 
how their elected officials have 
stood on the auto insurance ques¬ 
tion -and what they feel should 
be done.”

Massachusetts veterans who 
have received GI loans for the 
purchase of homes were remind¬ 
ed today that they remain per¬ 
sonally liable on their note an j 
mortgage when they sell their 
homes if the new buyer merely 
continues the payments on the 
GI loan. 

William F. Connors, manager 
of the Veterans Administration 
Office at Boston advised veter¬ 
ans that liability continues until 
the loan is paid in full or until 
veterans are personally released 
by the VA on the obligation. 

“The VA has guaranteed and 
approved many home loans in the 
area under our jurisdiction," Con¬ 
nors said. “We have experienced 
cases where veterans have sold 
their properties and were led to 
believe they had no further re¬ 
sponsibility for the mortgage 
debt." 

He warned veterans who may¬ 
be behind in their payments due 
on GI loans to be very careful 
before agreeing to offers by 
strangers to make up their back 
payments if the veterans will sign 
contracts. 

Connors said that if such a 
proposition is made, veterans 
should ask the holder of their 
mortgages or the Loan Guaranty 
Division of the VA at Boston for 
advice on the validity of the 
offer. 

He stressed that the veteran 
remains personally liable for the 
payment of his GI loan if it is 
not paid by someone else. Even 
though the buyer takes over the 
mortgage and agrees to make the 
payments, until the VA provides 
a written release from liability, 
the veteran is held responsible.

GI Bill assistance will not be 
authorized to servicemen or vet¬ 
erans for any educational, voca¬ 
tional, professional courses for 
which they are already qualified. 
The VA says such training is 
con si dered * ‘repe tit i ou s." 

No application for GI Bill aid 
will be approved or any certifi¬ 
cate of eligibility issued to any 
beneficiary for a course in a field 
for which he is already qualified. 

The VA also plans to screen 
service separation papers to see 
if beneficiaries have had any pre¬ 
vious military education or work 
experience in the educational field 
for which they seek GI Bill aid. 

For example, the VA will con¬ 
sider a veteran or serviceman al¬ 
ready qualified for his particular 
educational objective if he has 
completed a previous course in 
the same occupational field. 

It also plans to consider as 
qualified a beneficiary who has 
been employed as a workman in 
a trade for which he requests GI 
Bill assistance. , 

. The VA also plans to bar from 
GI Dill training any serviceman 
who has already completed an 
apprenticeship or a course which 
is customarily accepted as quali¬ 
fying a man for an education, vo¬ 
cational or professional objective.

Q. Do I have to go direct from 
the hospital to the nursing home 
to qualify for payment of the ex¬ 
tended care costs?

And if you should leave 
the nursing home before you had 
used all of the days of care for 
which you are eligible, and later 
found that you had to return, the 
additional days up to the limit 
for that spell of illness would be 
covered, providing you returned 
within 14 days. 

Q. What change has been made 
in the social security disability 
program by the Social Security 
Amendments of 1965?

Massachusetts deer hunters will 
still be able to shoot either buck 
or doe, statewide, but will be re¬ 
quired to exhibit their deer at an 
official state checking station dur¬ 
ing both the archeiy and shotgun 
season. They will also be required 
to allow some portion of the deer 
to be readily seen while trans¬ 
porting it on their cars. Approxi¬ 
mately 36 checking stations across 
the state are planned. Director 
Jim Shepard stated they will be 
located so that no sportsman 
should have to drive more than 
20 minutes to reach one. * 

These changes in deer hunting 
regulations were adopted by the 
Massachusetts fisheries and game 
board following a public hearing 
at Westboro. 


These changes eliminate the 
previous requirement that hunters 
report killing or wounding a deer 
in writing to the division of fish¬ 
eries and game. Other proposals 
of the division, including zoning 
the state and restricting the kill 
of anterless deer by a special per¬ 
mit system were not adopted.
